The Cittic hath many fwulcs built of the 
ſame ſtone, and covered with Slate. But 
the greateſt number of houſes are builr 
with Tymber, or Mudde walles, and co- 
vexed with Thatch. | 

This la{b8f May, being the moſt pleaſan 
and delightful moneth of the yeare ; To 
take his farewvell, gaucitin the moſt rue- 


full and terrtble manner, thelike ſeldome 
heard of,or ſcene in any Cou heard 


_ of in any Age, ſince the beginning of the 


World. The Cirttes of Sodome and Gomorrah 
were not more ſuddaincly, or more horri- 
bly conſumed with fire —_ heaven,then 
this Citric of (oke was this laſt of Mg: 
Alb#ir I compare this Cirtic with Sodame 
and Gomorrah, it is not in reſpec of the 
ſinnes,bur in reſpeR of the heavy hand of 
God ſhewed in like degree. To conſume 
by fire from Heaven cyther of them, the

No queition butthis Cittic of Corke 
had her ſinnes : -Otherwile the hand-of 
God had nor falne fo heavily» vporr her, 
bur they are normade ſo apparantache 
linges of Seda.

Bur of 
this more hereafter, when I ſliall haue 
»afſed over this lamentable Narration of 
Fake Mis laſt of May, being FrydHSy, be- 
tvyixt- eleven and rweueof the Clocke, 
the Cloudes over the Citric began to ga- 
ther thicke, which cauſed ſuch.a darknes 
inhcir houſes, that they were amazed to 
behold ſo ſodaine a darkenes. Thele darke. 
Cloudes ſecmed go Muſter together, and |

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ro deſcend by degrees nearer to the Citric. 
Whileſt the \nhabitants ſtood thus won- 
dening arthe extraordinary darkenes, fud- 
denly they heard a terrible clappe of chun- 
der ; And at the ſame inſtant they ſaw a 
dreadfull lightning, wich flames of hire 
breake outof the Cloudes, and fall vpon 
the Cirtie ar the ſame inſtaar, ar the Eaſt 
end, and the higheſt part of the Cirrie. Ar 
that very place where the Srares beganne 
their Bacrell, and where they firlt fell 
downe, being killed in the fight; There 
the fire firſt began with horrible : 
which the Inhabitants of the Weſt and 
lower part ofthe Cirtic wary = 
began haſtily co run towardes t 

part where the fire began. They were 
not runne halfe the way, when as they 
heard a woefull cry of fire behindethem, 
for the Welt part was alſo ſer on fire. Be- 
rwixt two fires, being, amazed and con- 
founded, not khowing what to doe, the 
flames of ==aq 4" anpatr7r in the 
middeſt ofthe houfes on both ſides of the 


ſtreete. Albeit, they had great aboundance 
of watcr neare ar hand, there was no

mcancs to be had, nor any cadcvour tg ho 
vicd ro quench the -flames. For dac firc 
was {o ſodaine, the flames {0 hot, aud ra- 
ging, that there was no poſlibilitic to 
comencare them. For the fire which fal- 
lech from Heaven is vaquencheable, and 
rageth with that violent heate, as may 
not be cndured. So that the Inhabitants 
ſeeing all their labours and iadevours to 
be ſpent in vaine, and many conſumed 
which adventurod too neare, to ſaucthcir 

goods,chcir wiucs or children ; then they 
eclolutero ſauc cthem(clucs by running and 
flying our of the Cinic into the fields, and 

co an lland adioyning neare vnto the Cit- 

tic. Some were ſaved by this mcancs : 

But thoſc wi ho were in the Girtic were {o 

cncloſed vpon bothſides with hre, thar 

they were ne into miſcrablc extrea- 
micies. Thtſe had no other means to 

ſauc themiclues, butto fly for refuge into 

the Churches. There were in this Cartic 

three Churches , all which were tilled 

with pcople tormented with woe and 

rerrour. Foralbeit they were inthe Chur- 
ches covered with Slate, and buile orher-

For they couldaet goc out of the Chur:- 
ches;the hrerbgtedfhon all (ides. And in the 
Churches theþhet#&nothing but clamors 
and out-crics.Eyery-mans feare was a tcr- 
ment, not onely to himlſelfe, but to others 
genepally. For the houſes 10und about the 
Churches flaming, vpon every glimce of 
fre, the cry was rayled, the Church & now 
on fire ; now weg hall all be conſumed. 
This wasthe miſerableand woefvull caſe of 
thoſe who fled ro the Churches. Now for 
thoſe who remained in the (treers ( as all 
people whole weaknefſe might not ſhife 
tor them(elues ) or yong children, whoſe 
want of diſcretion could not foreſec how 
ro avoyd the danger; cr (uch perſons who 
loued their wives, children,& goods more 
then themſelucs, many hundreds of theſe 
people were conſumed by the fire. Now 
concerning thoſe, who to ſauc their liues 


. fed into the Ilands and fields adjoyning,in

what a woeſull and miſerable affliction 
were they ? Theſe were beholding their 
Cirtic in aJamentabie Combuſtion. They 
vercturningtheir cyes this way and chat 
way, where ſomerimes their habications 
were: whereth: y had goods, wiues, and 
children, brothers and liſters, fathers and 
mothers,coſens and friends; And all cither 
conlumed, or in danger to be conſumed 
vvith fire. Andrto aggravate the bitrernes 
of their heauic afflictions moreghey heard 
out ofthe Citric, hydeous and rufull cryes 
and chamors, which made them imagine 
all were vtterly paithed and conſumed. 
Thus wha: the batcell and fight ofthe birds 
did prelage and prognoſticate, fel] out roo 
rrue and dolefull, in the vtter ruine & con- 
fumption of a rich and wealthic Cittie. 
Vpon this ſo grievous an accident,it is ab- 
{c 4 neon neceſlary, that all the Citties and 
Townes of Erland and Ireland, ſhould make 
ſpecdie Ve of ſodreadfull an example.For 
they muſt confider, the Saviour of Man- 
kindein the x1jj. of S. Lake, when he was 
rcld of the bloudy cxecution of the Galileans 
by Hered:Thinke you(layth leſus)thar theſe
